ATTACHMENT C 

STATEMENT OF PROBABLE CAUSE 

I, Michael V. Caputo, having been first duly sworn, do hereby depose and state as 

follows: 

1. I am a Special Agent (SA) with the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), 
and- am currently assigned to the Phoenix Division FBI Joint Terrorism Task 
Force (JTTF). Ihave been employed as an FBI SA since May 1999. During my 
career with the FBI, I have investigated numerous criminal violations of 
federal statutes to include terrorism related matters, I have been a supervisor 
over FBI Agents responsible for, among other things, investigating terrorism 
related matters. I have also received specialized training in the area of 
terrorism related investigations. Prior to employment with the FBI, your 
Affiant was employed as a certified police officer in the State of Arizona for 
over five years and conducted a wide variety of criminal investigations. Your 
Affiant holds a bachelors degree in business administration and a masters 
degree in national security strategy. As an FBI Agent, your Affiant is 
authorized to investigate violations of federal law, and execute warrants 
issued under the authority of the United States. 

2. The statement of facts contained in this affidavit come from my personal 
observations, my training and experience, and information obtained from 
other Agents, local law enforcement and witnesses. Since this affidavit is 
being submitted for the limited purpose of securing a search warrant, I have 
not included each and every fact known to me concerning this investigation. I 
have set forth only the facts necessary to establish probable cause to believe 



evidence of violations of Title 18, United States Code, Sections 842, 844, 641, 
and/or 2314 are located in the residence located at 530 W. Tumbleweed, 
Gilbert, AZ, 

Definitions 

3 - Computer The term "computer," as used herein, is defined pursuant to 
Title 18, United States Code, section 1030(e)(1), as "an electronic, magnetic, 
optical, electrochemical, or other high speed data processing device 
performing logical or storage functions, and includes any data storage facility 
or communications facility directly related to or operating in conjunction with 
such device." 

a. Your Affiant knows that computer hardware and computer software 
. may be utilized to store records Which include but are not limited to 
those relating to business activities, criminal activities, associate names 
and addresses, and the identity and location of assets illegally gained 
through criminal activity. 

4. Hardware : Hardware includes the following equipment: (1) data-processing 

devices containing central processing units, such as "desktop", "tower", "laptop" 
and "notebook" computers, hand-held electronic organizers, "personal digital 
assistants", iPods/iRivers; (2) internal and external storage devices, including 
magnetic storage devices such as hard disk drives, diskette drives, and tape drives, 
optical storage devices such as CD-ROM drives, CD-R/CD-RW recorders, and DVD 
drives/recorders, and other memory storage devices such as smart-card readers. 



5. Storage Media : Storage media includes any material capable of storing 
information in a manner that can be used by computer hardware to save arid/or 
retrieve information. Examples of storage media include diskettes, CD-ROM's, CD- 
R's, CD-RW's, DVD's, DVD-R's, DVD-RW's, magnetic tapes, ZIP disks, JAZ disks, 
Peerless disks, SparQ disks, ORB disks, optical disks, smart-cards, EPROMS, and 
digital memory media such as CompactFlash, SmartMedia, Sony Memory Sticks, and 
USB "thumb" or "key" drives. 

6. Peripherals : Peripherals are equipment that send data to, or receive data from, 
computer hardware, but do not normally store user data. 

7 - Software : Software is digital information that can be interpreted by computer 
hardware to direct the way hardware works. Software is stored in electronic, magnetic, 
optical, or other digital form. 

8. Security Devices : Security devices include physical keys, encryption devices, 
"dongies", and similar physical items needed to gain access to associated computer 
hardware. 

9. Passwords : Passwords include alphanumeric strings, pass-phrases, password 
files, and similar decryption codes necessary to access data that is encrypted or 
otherwise inaccessible. 

Radcomnnd and Probable Cause 

j. On 5/2/12 at 1308 hours, the Gilbert Police Department received an emergency . 



^ 



911 call from the residence located at 530 W. Tumbleweed, Gilbert, Arizona. The 
\t .^sn female caller advised an argument was occurring in the residence. The caller yelled, 

"Oh my God!" and the line then disconnected. At 1310 hours, the female called 



back and advised she heard gunshots and discovered her mother, sister, and niece 
were all shot. She believed the shooter, identified as Jason Todd Ready, was 
attempting to flee the residence in a black Chevrolet Impala. Initial responding. 
officers arrived at the residence and discovered the black Impala was parked in 
front of the residence on the street. Another vehicle, a red Volkswagen Beetle, 
belonging to one of the victims, was located on the street to the south of the 
residence. As officers approached the house, they discovered two deceased males 
near the front entry of the residence, both with obvious gunshot wounds. Two guns 
were located near the bodies. Inside the residence, three female victims, two 
obviously deceased by gunshots and a one-year-old female with a gunshot wound 
to the head, were located in the great room. The 911 caller, an 18-year-old female, 
was found unharmed inside the residence, locked in a bedroom. 

11. The victims inside the residence were identified as the mother, sister, and niece 
of the female 911 caller. The males were identified as the boyfriend of the sister 
and the mother's boyfriend, Jason Todd Ready. During a subsequent interview of 
the 911 caller, she stated she was in her bedroom and heard Ready arguing with her 
mother and sister. The argument stopped for a few minutes. The caller then heard 
gunshots. When the gunshots stopped, she exited the bedroom and discovered the 
three female victims. She then called 911 again. 

12. The female witness confirmed Ready has been dating her mother for many 
years. Ready currently resides with her mother in the same residence at 530 W. 
Tumbleweed Road. Ready moved into the residence with her mother 
approximately one year ago and is believed to have lived at the residence 
permanently since that time. Ready told the witness he was a "Border Guard" 
member and claimed several of bis friends were also Border Guards. Ready has 



claimed that the Border Guard, "goes to the border to get Mexican's who carry 
drugs and guns." 

13. The female victim claimed Ready kept numerous guns throughout the home. 
She has observed numerous guns in the bedroom and garage of the residence. She 
believed Ready possessed guns as part of his "Border Guard" group. The witness 
indicated Ready was supposed-to have a visitor at the house, however, she did not 
who the visitor was or whether he showed up. 

14. Interviews conducted by investigating officers determined there were additional 
vehicles observed at or near the residence at the time of the shooting. The 
investigation has not yet determined whether other individuals were present 
and/or if the unidentified visitor was present at the time of the shooting. 

15. Pursuant to a state authorized search warrant, officers located items believed to 
be explosives inside the attached garage. -Bomb technicians were called to conduct 
a safety sweep of the residence. Special Agent Bomb Technician (SABT) Henry 
Ballard was one of the bomb technicians who entered the residence. SABT Ballard 
has been an FBI Special Agent for fifteen years and has been a certified bomb 
technician for over seven, years. 

16. SABT Ballard confirmed the following items were located in the garage: 
Approximately two dozen Military Ordinance/40 millimeter grenades to Include 
high explosive anti-personnel, CS (tear gas), Shotgun shell (buckshot), and Smoke 
style. SABT Ballard confirmed these items are most likely stolen from the military as 
they are illegal to possess and not available to the civilian market. These grenades 
are not properly stored at this location. 



17. SABT Ballard confirmed other items located in the garage included 

approximately 6 to 8 Smoke Grenades to include HC (Hexachloro ethane), Yellow, 
and Red style, 2 modified smoke grenades, possibly for electric initiation, trip flares, 
V iJ aerial flares (slap flares), 2 unknown improvised "firecrackers" which were 

-> ^ approximately 8 inches in height, a box marked "biohazard," 2 AR assault style rifles, 

r r s&v^ Nazi flags, uniforms (police and Nazi), and paraphernalia and propaganda 

N \ documents for the National Socialist Movement (NSM), a documented white

18. Open source internet searches confirm Jason Todd Ready is currently the leader 
of the U.S. Border Guards, a white supremacist/militia group which conducts anti- 
immigration operations on the U.S./Mexico border. Open source internet searches 
also confirm Jason Todd Ready is a former member of the National Socialist 
Movement (NSM). 

19. A review of the U.S. Border Guards website confirms Ready is prominently 
displayed as the leader and utilizes the internet for communication, propaganda, 
and marketing purposes. Agents familiar with Ready confirm he frequently utilizes 
computers and e-mail communications in the course of his group's operations. 

20. During the execution of the state search warrant, computers were observed 
inside the residence. It is believed Ready had access to and utilized these 
computers to run his group's operations and possibly obtain illegal items to include 
weapons and/or explosives and/or stolen government property. 

21. On the basis of the above described facts, your Affiant respectfully submits there 
is probable cause to believe there is a violation of theft of government property 



and/or possession of illegal explosives and these items likely traveled through 
interstate commerce. 

22. Based on the aforementioned factual information, your Affiant respectfully 
submits there is probable cause to believe evidence of evidence of violations of Title 
18, United States Code, Sections 842, 844, 641, and/or 2314 are located in the 
residence located at 530 W. Tumbleweed, Gilbert, AZ. 

23. In consideration of the foregoing, your Affiant respectfully requests this Court 
issue a search warrant authorizing the search and seizure of items described in 
Attachment B. 

24. Your Affiant requests permission to seize these items at any time of the day or 
night as law enforcement is currently investigating the homicide and other related 
crimes within the home, and will be conducting the investigation throughout the 
evening of May 2, 2012 and into the morning of May 3, 2012.
